bolic acid. 
The reason for his act 
is not known but is believed by his 
lamily to have been caused by do-- 
poiidoiuv. 
He went to the home of his f a t h ­ 
er, who lives in the house adjoining 
E a s t Hill cemetery 
on 
the 
road 
leading by the John Boyd place, t !ii-- 
morning 
about 
nine-thirty o ’clock 
and in a 
very short time became 
violently ill, suffering witji c o n v u l ­ 
sions. 
lie refused to make a s t a t e ­ 
ment before he lapsed 
unconscious 
but the family suspected he had t a ­ 
ken something with a view of ending 
his life, and when urged to tell what 
he had taken, stated that they would 
lind out in time. 
1 he attending physician was un­ 
able to do anything for him and he 
died ahout ten o’clock. 
The physi­ 
cian stated that 
death 
was 
very 
quick considering that 
the 
poison 
was carbolic acid. 
Mr. Birch left 
home early tlii- morning, and that 
he had planned to end hi- 
life 
is 
shown by the fact that he purchased 
the carbolic acid at a 
local 
drug 
.-dore while on his way to his fa th e r ’s 
home and took the poison shortly 
a f te r he arrived t here. 
It was intimated that 
Birch 
had 
trouble with his wife before leaving 
home but this is denied by her and 
-ho stated that lie apparently was in 
good humor when he 
left this m o rn ­ 
ing. 
.Mrs. Birch was 
his 
second 
wife and one of his brothers stated 
that he had grieved for many years 
over the death of his first wife s e v ­ 
eral years ago' 
B c - i d e s his widow, 
lie is survived bv five little children. 
Mr. Birch had been employed at 
the P a rk factory <>ff and on for the 
past four years and yesterday went 
home, stating that he did not feel 
well. 
It will be recalled that a little 
son of Mr. Birch lost bis foot when 
run down by a mower last summer 
at the Bruce G raham farm n o rth ­ 
west of the city.
